GENERAL STRIKE 
ORDER IN ENGLAND 
FAILING TO STOP 


(By the United Press) 

LON DON—In the face of the general 
strike order of the transport workers an 
official of the port of London today de- 
clared that 8530 men were taken on at 
the various docks today and that they 
were working on 107 ships. 


NEW YORK—A special cable despatch 
to the New York Sun from London states 
that the call for a national strike of 
transport workers apparently has failed 
to bring out the men. Only the workers 
at Bristol, Southampton and one or two 
other places responded to the order. 

In the House of Commons Premier 
Asquith announced that the government 
was doing its utmost to end the dis 
pute. The government’s proposals have 
not been accepted by both sides and so 
far its efforts have been a failure. 

The strike in its new aspect, 
mier said, was engaging the most serious 
consideration of the government. He be 
lieved that the question of union versus 
non-union labor would be the pivot on 
which all future discussions would turn,

Tue intelligent and impartial observer of 
events in Chicago—the man comfortably 
seated up a tree and taking notes for his own 
satisfaction of all that is going on beneath 
him—is beginning to be struck by the tact 
that little or no attention has thus tar been 
bestowed upon questions of United States 
national policy. ‘To him there appears to be 
a disposition to avoid rather than to provide 
for the settlement of those issues which to 
the consciousness of all good citizens are pressing and acute. The 
very situation that has arisen in the Republican party and that 1s 
manifesting itself in extremely tense feeling at Chicago, the unrest 
that pervades the nation East and West and North and South, the 
very tendency toward personal leadership and away from partizan 
suidance, are all evidences inherently of the existence of deep- 
rooted convictions that are struggling for but failing to find ade- 
quate expression through any medium now available. 

It is not within reason that the Republican party or any other 
party can go before the public safely this year with a string of plati- 
tudes, and yet, so far as may be seen, the leaders of that organiza- 
tion, the men who should be doing its thinking and its planning, are 
solely occupied in dealing with matters the public remembrance of 
which will vanish with the adjournment of the convention. The 
platform is being neglected; nobody seems to be busy upon its con- 
struction; it looks very much as if in the end it would be hastily 
thrown together with planks procured at random. No doubt some 
of these planks will follow the line of the preamble in telling the 
people of conditions with which they are already too. familiar—about 
the existence of trusts and combines, about the growth ot monopoly, 
about injustice in transportation and distribution, about the advance 
in living cost, the unequal chance for the wage earner, the need of 
the urgent demand for flood control, the conservation 

resources, the preservation of judicial integrity, 
upbuilding of the civil service, curbs to the 
fairer tariff, freer currency. But all this has 
talk for the last four years; it is common talk 
today. Everybody, even the school children of the period, know 
that many things are wrong. What is wanted is not a constant 
iteration and reiteration of public grievances, a constant play upon 
public sentiment, a constant trifling with popular emotions, but 
remedies such as may be indicated by the clear and honest thought 
of capable and patriotic states manship. The only possible excuse 
for party organization is that it may guide the public wisely ; when 
it disregards its obligations, or perverts its opportunities, it becomes 
a menace to good government, not an aid. 

The Republican party at the present moment seems to be blind 
to everything save the struggle for factional domination, but when 
one or the other side shall have suffered a defeat or scored a victory, 
the question whether or not the party as a whole deserves the con- 
fidence of the people will still have to be determined. Eventually it 
must face the real issues. The country cannot be swept by bluft 
and bluster, although these may distract it for a time. 
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Tue third annual conference of mayors of 
cities of New York state has just been in 
session at Utica, and, as at the two previous 
gatherings, much time was given to the ques- 
tion of broadening the powers of municipal 
New Y ork government.

Cities circumstance worthy of note that the advo- 
| cates of the removal of legislative restric- 
7" tions that now, it is claimed, practically tie 
the hands of local administrators have tound an ally in the City 
Club of New_York, a recognized reform agency. At least, Robert 
S. Binkerd, its secretary, was one of those who spoke most elo- 
quently and earnestly in behalf of larger municipal latitude and 
liberty. From his presentation of the case, it seems that in New 
York state it is utterly impossible for a municipality to move in 
relation to any local problem of importance without seeking permis- 
sion at Albany. The powers of the \ various cities, he : said, are sO 
limited that home rule for them, in any true sense, is impossible. 
Many cities in the state cannot issue bonds or levy taxes’ for the 
commonest municipal functions without special authority from the 
Legislature. The result is that these cities are unable to control 
their payrolls, to abolish unnecessary boards, to create new ones, or 
to regulate the expenditure of money to their own liking. 

It has not been made clear from anything that has been said 
in defense of this system that it is meeting the purposes which 
seerned to justify its adoption. The cities are not better governed, 
that is, because they are under state control. The contrar¥ appears 
to be the case. They have conditions imposed upon them by Albany 
that they do not want, that they would gladly and speedily remove 
if they were empowered to take action in the premises. Albany 
has its rule fastened upon them, and they are forced to suffer 
inpediments to their welfare, thrust upon them by persons who 
know nothing of their needs and care less. “The truth -is,’”” said 
Mr. Binkerd, ‘“‘our cities are bound hand and foot, and if the people 
of this state thoroughly understood the present situation, the undemo- 
cratic denial of the real rights of self-government while every 
political platform plays lip tribute to it, they would not tolerate the 
situation for another vear.”’ 

In this and in all other instances where fundamental rights are 
violated, there 1s always the excuse that circumstances of a peculiar 
nature forced departure from deinocratic usage. There were incom- 
petence, extravagance and dishonesty in certain cases; unusual rem- 
edies were called for; the constitution prohibits special legislation ; 
the well-managed communities had to be classed with the badly 
managed. State control once set atoot, it was impossible to check or 
overthrow it. Most assuredly, in New York and elsewhere, there 
bas been at times sufhcient provocation and necessity for curbing 
the powers of certain municipalities; but in New York, as elsewhere, 
the practise has grown without provocation or necessity and has 
become an abuse. Remedy is to be found in educating the people 
of all communities to a proper sense of their responsibilities. But 
weakening them morally as well as politically by relieving them of 
their obligations denies to them the very rights which this govern- 
ment was created to assert and to maintain.

Never has 

the preliminary testing of aspirants in the 

United States been more rigidly -managed, 

the number of competitors so large, nor the 

number of records broken in the preliminary 

tests so great. With quasi-official indorse- 

nent by the national government, with hearty cooperation of the 
leading athletic associations of the country and the best of the uni- 
versity and college managers of sports, it has not been difficult to 
stimulate an interest surpassing anything of the kind previously 
known. The problem facing the American committee now is 
not scarcity of suitable members of a team but lack of funds making 
possible transportation of all desirable representatives. With the 
990,000 now in hand, a creditable showing can be made, but not 
the best possible one. Receipt of $25,000 more will enable the 
managers to take a full quota, landing at Stockholm a maximum 
representation. 

Conspicuous features of the American competition 
praiseworthy form of international contest are the relative 
mien from the newly settled and younger sections of the country 
and of men who are in schools and colleges. The physical caliber 
of the youth who represent the West is conspicuous; and the natural 
results of emphasis on athletics in secondary schools and colleges are 
being registered. Analyzed with racial origins in mind, theelist is 
another proot of the complexity and variety of American population 
and of the representative character of the national sports in that 
they derive their trom all sources.

That 
much can be done by such a supervisory and provocative agency 
there 1s no doubt. Campaigns equally specific in aim have brought 
into the cause as workers during the past five years considerable 
bodies of recruits from among educators, business men and working 
men. Theoretically there should be not the slightest need of preach- 
ing peace and arbitration to Christians. Ihe Gospel is not one of 
strife. 

Experience, however, shows that some of the most militant of 
nationalists and ardent of militarists are likely also to be among 
the most vigilant and pious of religionists. Two very eminent naval 
advocates of a big American navy are conspicuous for their piety. 
Hence it has come to pass that not infrequently, when international 
friction arises, some of the first persons to increase the popular 
mood of belligerency are high officials of the church. To offset this 
tendency it 1s well to have a collective body, including all sorts of 
religionists, who are pledged to judicial and not military methods of 
settlement of national controversies. In the United States, as in 
Great Britain, such a league can do much to promote good will 
between peoples by advocating and financing tormal deputations of 
clergy of one country to those of another, whereby all concerned, 
whether guests o1 learn much that makes for racial unity. 
It was along this line that Baron de Neutville of Frankfort, Ger- 
many, spoke recently at a first meeting ot the American Church 
League of Peace. He has seen the excellent results of such inter- 
change of British and German religious leaders, who by travel and 
by intercourse have been broadened an made more annicable.

GROUND was broken this week at Winfield 
Station, L. 1., and the corner stone will be 
laid within a month for a school building in 
which women will be taught practically 
every one of the building trades. The inst- 
tution will be carried on under the auspices , || 
of the Master Builders Association, an | 
organization composes d of eighty contractors 
of "Greater New York, and it 1s said that the 
step 1s being taken in response to over sixty 
communications from women who desired to enter and follow those 
vocations. ‘There does not exist at present any school, or any means 
in this country, through which women may fit themselves for the 
building trades. In Berlin, Germany, there is a school for this 
purpose which 1s equipped with accommodations for 300 pupils. It 
was a study of this institution that led the president of the Master 
suilders Association to propose the school for New York: The 
Long Island building will be equipped to teach carpentering, brick- 
laying, plastering, steamfitting, steel construction, etc. The pupils 
will also be taught the higher branches of the trade, such as estimate- 
making, contract-bidding, superintending. In Berlin last year forty- 
six women were employed as bosses in the erection of buildings. 
The establishment of this school, it would appear, is due not 
so much to a lack of male labor as to a lack of skilled workmen. All 
sorts and conditions of unskilled labor have entered into the building 
trades. Instances are mentioned of butchers, painters, upholsterers. 
bakers, even veterinary taking them up as makeshifts. 
Skilled women workers will be tar more valuable than unskilled men, 
and it is proposed through the agency. of the new school to fix a 
standard that men workers will have to grow and live up to. Just 
as soon as the Long Island school begins to turn out graduates, for 
instance, the president of the Master Builders Association intends

to apply to the Legislature for a law hxing the qualifications of 
those who engage as workers in the building trades. In the future. 
this official declares, fhere will be a greater need for trained 
builders than ever before, because there are some 68,000 buildings 
that must be reconstructed in New York city alone to meet the 
safety requirements of the new fire prevention law. 

It should be said that it is not the aim of the hool “to 
ht the women students altogether for the performance of the manual 
part of the trades that will be taught them, but for emploving others 
and doing the necessary headwork.” This is a nice compliment to 
woman's intellectual endowments, and it will doubtless go far toward 
softening any criticism that otherwise might be directed against the 
employment ‘of the sex in the heavier trades. Any attempt to pass 
judgment upon the innovation before it shall be tested practically 
would be premature.

The point of first impor- 
tance 1s that, thanks to the action of the 
House, the country will not recede from the 
broad and advanced position it has taken 
with reference to the establishment of friendlier ad more equitable 
trade relations with the Dominion, even though the latter has seen 
ht, for the present at least, to reject the proposals. 

Representative McCall, who with nine other Republicans stood 
hrm for the continuance of the agreement andl voted with the 
Democrats, presented the case rightly and forcefully. Nothing has 
occurred since the agreement was approved a year ago to justify its 
repeal now. If it was the proper thing then to vote for it, it would 
seein to be the proper thing to sustain it today. “It is true,” said 
Mr. McCall, “that they have had an election in Canada, but I do 
not believe that the Canadian government has officially passed upon 
the question. 


Reciprocity 
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Canada 1s a great country, extending over vast regions 
with a sparse population, and it is difficult in a short time to get a 
coherent and definite expressidn of national opinion.” This is true, 
and it is true, also, that the election alluded to was swayed by influ- 
ences very largely the outgrowth of misunderstanding. The attitude 
ot the United States was not fairly represented by the opposition. 
The charge that annexation was sought on this side was absolutely 
without foundation or excuse. It was not made clear, as it should 
have been, that public sentiment in the United States was honestly 
striving, by means of this agreement, to make amends for the injus- 
tice done Canada by withholding reciprocity from her in former 
vears. The great body of the American peop'e gave no thought to 
the possibility of political union: they are giving’ no thought to it 
now; but now as then they are desirous of closer commercial rela- 
tions with their neighbors, and with no selfish or sordid ends in 
View. 

\Whether this will be accepted as a tact in Canada sooner or 
later is of less consequence than that the United States shall main- 
tain firmly the righteous a just taken. Among other things, 
such action would allay the belief across the line that resentment 
exists here because of the ia of the election of a year ago. The 
agreement remains so far as the United States is concerned, and in 

all probability it will remain indefinitely. There is every reason to 

belies e that when Canada shall have thought the whole matter over 
carefully and calmly she will change her inind. When she does, or 
if she does, iould find no obsti icles in her way.

greater extent than is now the case there, is 
news in which all Americans conversant with 
the situation will find pleasure. It implies 
for the traveler and investigator a measure of rest and recreation 
that 1s deserved; it assures to the American constituency that he 
influences some excellent criticism along constructive lines when he 
returns; and it will make it possible for Europeans who so desire 
to come in touch with one who ¢an speak with detachment and full 
knowledge of the American theater and of the currents now running 
in national life that seem to be carrying with them promise of finer 
results trom playwrights and players, theater owners and managers. 

Through the quiet, persistent, sensible instruction and investiga- 
tion which he has carried on at Harvard Professor Baker has come 
to have a peculiar place in American academic circles; and out from 
under his instruction have gone forth more playwrights who have 
arrived than can be credited to any other teacher or adviser. But 
his clnef distinction is that he has brought to pass that an ancient 
university established by Puritans and long openly hostile and even 
longer contemptuously indifferent to everything pertaining to the 
stage and its literature, is now a recognized center of interest in the 
theater, before whose students eminent playwrights and love 
gladly speak on technical themes, and a place from which students 
are going forth competent to pass critical judgment upon plays and 
knowing something about the history of the literature and criticism 
of the stage.
